Agricultural Report. 


Compiled by Dept. of Agriculture, 


Edmonton, Alberta, for Period 
Ending June 12. 


Continued improvement in crop 
conditions in all districts of the pro- 
vince is the highlight of this report. 
Cool weather which has encouraged 
stooling has been general In some 
districts crop growth has been re- 
tarded by low temperatures and 
warm weather is needed. Areas 
which needed rain have been relieved 
by general precipitation. Inthe ex- 
treme southeast part of the province 
and the district northwest of Edmon- 
ton additional rains would be very 
beneficial but ro reports indicate 
that the need is urgent As crops 
continue to make steady progress the 
early damage from high winds is 
being decreased. 

Livestock and dairying have also 
benefited from the general rains, 
Livestock is making good progress, 
but dairy production shows a tenden- 
cy to decrease. 

On the insect front, the outbreak 
of red-back cut-worms in the Peace 
River district is by far the most 
serious feature Damage may amount 
to as high as 25 per cent in the 
Grande Prairie district and west 
thereof, while north of the river the 
Grasshop 


during the past two weekgon account 
of the cool wet weather, but further 
attacks by this insect may occur 
when warm weather returns Bait 
continues to be spread wherever 
conditions are satisfactory. 


Wheat is making good growth with 
ample supplies of moisture The 
cool weather has encouraged stool- 
ing, which in itself is desirable from 
the standpoint of securing high 
yields. In some districts stubbled- 
in crops are ieported to be very 
weedy 

Coarse grains are making good 
headway. In Medicine Hat and 
Youngstown districts, some coarse 
grains are still being sown, seeding 
having been delayed until moisture 
conditions were more favorable 

Summerfallowing is well under 
way in most areas.
